London, Oct. 8.—George Smith, who was 
better known here as Chicago Smith,“ and 
who ranked as one of the richest men th 
England, died late on Saturday night at 
‘the Reform club in Pall Mall, which had 
been his home for many years. Two friends 
were present at his deathbed, and he * 
mained conscious until the last. 

Mr. Smith sustained a stroke of paralysis 
a year ago. He apparently had recovered 
fully, but never left his room afterwards. 
His wealth was made largely through deal- 
ing in Chicago real estate while he was a 
banker in that city in its early days. He 
was worth when he left there at least 510. 
000,000. He died at the age of 92 years. 

During recent years growing 
had caused Mr. Smith to withdraw from all 
but his most intimate friends. He rarely 
spoke, and preferred to pass his time in 
reading or listening to the conversation of 
others. He resisted all attempts to induce 
him to leave his room, though a few months 
ago he had defrayed the expenses of a lux- 
urious clevator at the club. 

He continued to see his secretary alu 
and to interest himself in the management 
of his property until a few days ago. 3 


News of Mr. Smith’s death was received 
in Chicago yesterday by Leslie Carter, whose 
father, James Carter, and the old-time bank- 
er had many interests in common. ' 

When Chicago was scarcely more thar 2 
village George Smith was the owner o 
bank here. After accumulating. a reas is 
that was estimated variously at from $10,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000, he left Chicago in 
1860 and bought a castle in Scotland. He 
had lived there and in England ever since, 
with the exception of a brief visit to Chi- 
cago in 1863. Those who were the business 
contemporaries of George Smith in Chicago 
long since have passed away, excepting 
two or three of the oldest citizens. His 

name has been almost entirely forgotten, 
though he was the greatest financial power 
in Chicago for more than a quarter Be A 
century. 
Amasses a Great Fortune. 

At the breaking out of the war Mr. Smith 
sold his real estate, or the greater part of it, 
and when his fortune thus had been con- 
verted into cash and securities he was ac- 
counted one of the richest men in America. 
His fortune was wisely invested and con- 
tinued to increase. His interests became so

Bishop Fallows’ Greeting. 

Bishop Fallows, in taking the chair, said: 
“Weare having a festival service of re- 
Jjoleing and thanksgiving tonight. 

“We rejoice at the ever-wélcome pres- 
ence of the beloved Chief Magistrate of the 
republic, President McKinley. We also 
gratefully greet the thrice-honored guests 
from different portions of the land and our 
friendly sister nations. 

“We are thankful for the continued 
growth of our enterprising city and for the 
increasing prosperity of our highly favored 

State and country. 

We give thanks for the conspicuous and 
successful services of our American repre- 
sentatives at The Hague, in the establish- 
ment of a permanent court of arbitration, 
which marks one of the brightest red-letter 
days in the history of the world. 

We rejoice at the trimphant home- 
coming of Admiral Dewey and the gallant 
*jackies’ and marines of his unparalleled, 
victorious fleet. | 

We devoutedly pray for the speedy con- 
summation of peace through a prompt and 
willing obedience to the American govern- 
ment in the distant sea possessions of the 
United States. 

“And, as children of our common Father, 
united in faith, and hope, and love, we will

Dr. Lawrence’s Address. 


The Rev. Dr. W. M. Lawrence: delivered 
the first formal address of the evening. His 
topic was The Moral Forces of Chicago.” 
He spoke of the great fire, of the splendid 
sympathy extended to Chicago in its hour 
of disaster, and of the way in which the city 
discharged the obligation then created. 
Having referred to Chicago's commercial 
fupremacy, he asserted that nowhere are 

the moral values more highly appreciated 
and moral efforts more thoroughly encour- 
aged than in Chicago.“ He pointed to the 
“vast mass of people engaged along the 
lines of distinctively church work,” and 
called attention to the broad spirit of cath- 
olicity pervading the city, which manifested 
itself in the Parliament of Religions. He 
cited the fact that the world owed the Young 
Men's Christian association to Chicago and 
also that famous evangelist, Dwight L. 
Moody.“ 

Lou can realize the intellectual force 
which begets a moral force and sets it to 
work,” he said, “ when vou think of this 
city’s great systems of education.” He 
named the University of Chicago, North- 
western, Lake Forest, the theologica) and 
medical schools, Lewis Institute and Armour 
Institute, the public schools, art galleries, 
the museums in Jackson and Lincoln Parks, 
the John Crerar Library and the public libra- 
ry, “which in one single year had 2.250.000 
readers.“ He spoke of the Civic federation 
as “a simple moral force,“ referred to Hull 
House; the ‘social settlement system, and 
university extension courses, and added: 

“Can you realize the fact that there are 
no less than eight States and Territories 
which are being guided by the advice and. 
example that emanates from our city?“ 


Pre-eminent in Patriotism. 


“T claim that Chicago stands preéminent 
among her sister cities as a moral power,“ he 
continued, when taken from the stand- 
point of patriotism. Call the roll of the 
cities and ask which one it was that first re- 
sponded to the cry for help that reached us 
from Cuban shores? Ask whose sons they 
were that answered the call of that Chris- 
tian statesman, our beloved Président. We 
did not send forth to this war the off-scour- 
ing of this city, but we sent the flower of our 
families, our best blood, and our noblest 
sons. When we saw their enfeebled bodies 
being carried to the hospitals Chicago never 
made a murmur, and Chicago today stands 
behind the government of the United States 
in maintaining the American flag with a 
loyalty that is unswerving and a devotion 
that is undying. 


Relies on the Press. 


“The last point I want to make is that 
Chicago has a moral power, as evidenced 
by the high tone of its public press. I have 
been studying the editorials of the daily 
newspapers for the last few months, and 
while 1 admit that all newspayer men are 
not saints it might be also said that a great 
many of the readers are not in that cate- 
gory. When a moral crisis arises in this 
town, when such meetings as we have had 
in the Central Music Hall are necessary, it 
is then that the public press gives forth no 
uncertain note. It is the public press that 
may be relied on in every emergency in 
educating the people along moral lines, and 
now no city Where the tone of the public 
press is so invariably on the side of the 
right and moral. These are the agencies 
which are constantly striving to stop the 
persistent defamation of Chicago's moral 
character.“ 


The Rev. R. A. White Speaks. 


After “ Damascus Triumphal March,“ by 
the Apollo club, the Rey. R. A. White was 
introduced, and spoke on Chicago.“ He 
began his address humorously, raying:

The school children invaded the Audito- 
rium yesterday afternoon to see and greet | 


President McKinley and to participate in 
the religious exercises that had been ar- 
ranged for them. They gathered through 
all the tiers of seats in the great theater, a

President McKinley sat in the third box 
in the upper tier on the south side of the 
theater and looked down upon the multitude 
of holiday clad children with waving flags. 

In the center of the lower floor of the thea- 
ter was gathered a chorus of 250 girls dressed 


in white, They led in singing the patriotic 


songs that made up a large part of the pro- 
gram, All else was a solid mass of more 
sombérly clad young people, bright ribbons. 
in the hair of the girls, and brilliant neck- 
scarfs bedecking the boys. Each one car- 
ried a flag in his hand and waved it vigor- 
ously at the slightest opportunity. 


Children’s Shrill Cheers. 
In the middle of the afternoon President 


| McKinley spoke a few words of greeting. 


There had come the familiar shouts and 
applause that follow his appearance at all 
such gatherings, but these cheers and shouts 
were different. They were pitched in high 
treble, and the schoolboy’s whistle, sent 
between his teeth, through several varia- 
tions of the finger arrangement, with sim- 
ple whoops of excited joy, made up a unique 
volume of noise. | 

The President arose in his box and bowed 
several times. Then he sat down and pre- 
tended ta read his program, while the noise 
was doubled in the disappointment of the 
children, He arose and bowed again.

Telling of His Far Northern Voyage, He 
Says He Added Thirty New Islands 
to the Map and Is Giving Good Amer- 
ican Names to Many Points—Believes 
Andree and His Party Are Lost—

bria today. Assisted by Mrs. Wellman, he 
made his way slowly to a carriage at the 
head of the pier, and, while waiting for his 
baggage to be landed, talked freely of his 
experiences in Franz Josef Land and of the 
probable fate of Professor Andree. 

“The finding of Andree's buoy off the 
north coast of King Charles’ land, on Sept. 
‘9, by the Norwegian cutter Martha Larsask 
only confirms my opinion that Andree and 
his companions are lost, said Mr. Wellman. 
“The buoy, os you know, was to be thrown 
over by Andree if he found the pole. It was 
taken to Stockholm and opened and found 
empty. . 

“Of my own efforts to penetrate Franz 
Josef Land vou have heard. I left Tromso, 
in Norway, in May, 1808, in the steam sealer 
‘Frithjof.. We made a landing at Cape Flora, 
Franz Josef Land, the point where Nansen 
80 providentially met Jackson, and proceed- 
ed by sledge eastward to Tegetthof, our 
winter quarters. 
My expedition had two objects. One was 


to cxplore the unknown portions of Franz | 


Josef Land to the east and northeast, and 
the second to reach a more northern point 
than had yet been traveled by man. 

don March 20, 1899, we had reached lati- 
tude 82, east of Rudolph Island. I slipped 
into a crevice eighteen inches deep. hidden 
by the snow. I was hauling on the sledge to 
encourage my dogs at the time. My shin- 
bone was scraped and my leg sprained. I 
walked eight days after that, until I fell 
exhausted, and then had to lie on the sledge 
and be dragged back to the headquarters 
ant Tegetthof, with a temperature of 103, and 
my right leg swollen its entire length. 

“I was sick at Tegetthof from April 9 to 
July 4, and was then taken to Tromso, and 
finally to London, where I have been under 
the care of a specialist. 

“I believe the pole can be reached, and 
that Franz Josef Land is the best possible 
route, Our expedition resulted in making 
F sJosef. Land definitely known, and in 
adding thirty new ‘islands to the map. We 
are giving the islands, straits, and points 
good ‘American names, and this is the first 
time American names have been so used, ex- 
cept in two points during the De Long ex- 
pedition, twenty years ago. 

“I don’t favor the codpevation of nations 
in arctic explorations. I believe it would be 
good in the antarctic.” 

Mr. Wellman said he had no defjnite plans, 
t intimated that he would try another 
pedition by the Franz Josef Land route. 

He left for Washington with Mrs. Wellman 
at 1 p. m.

Fred Zuhr of Evanston Shoots Beren 
| + with a “‘ Muzzle-Loader ”’ 
He Thought Empty. 


MissBeren Harris, 18 years old, was killed 
instantly in Evanston yesterday afternoon 
by the accidental discharge of an old-fash- 
ioned muzzle-loading shotgun in the hands 
of a 14-year-old boy named Fred Zuhr. 
The accident occurred at the residence of 
Frank Zuhr, 1530 Gibbs street, near Ash- 
land avenue. Immediately afterwards 
young Zuhr gave himself up to the Chief of 
Police.

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PARISIANS IN A PANIC. 


BULL FIGHT UNLAWFULLY con- 
DUCTED ENDS WITH W 


Beast Instead of Caarging at Horses 
Bolts Through Arena Railing and 
Plunges to the Crowd—Two Per- 
bons Fatally Hurt and a Dozen 
Others Seriously Injured—Grosjean 
Victim of Woman's Jealousy—Creu- 
sot Affairs Settled.

Paris, Oct. 8.— There was a terrible acci- 

dent at the bullfight at Enghien, which took 

place today despite the protests of M. Ul- 


rich, President of the Society for the Pre- 


yention of Cruelty to Animals, and the 
threats of the Humane society people to 
take the matter into the courts. 

The bull fight was, nevertheless, given 
under government sanction and there was 
an immense audience present. 

The blasé men and women of the boule- 
yards of Paris were out in full force to 
feel, if possible, the novelty of a shudder 
of pleasure at the cruelty of the display. 

Fate, however, interfered to stop the hor- 
rible spectacle of the wanton disembowel- 
ing of helpless horses. 


Bull Charges the whecs. 

Almost at the start of the fight the most 
vicious bull made straight for the railing of 
the arena, which was insufficient to resist 
his assault and gave way. The bull charged 
at the helpless people and a wild panic 

Two Fatally Injured. 

Men and women were trampling over each 
of the bull. 
Twelve persons were hurt seriously, two 
mortally, and numbers of others slightly. 

The shrieks: and cries of the women and 
the wounded aroused the neighboring gen- 
darmerie, and soldiers and police rushed to 
the rescue. 

Bull Finally Captured. 

The commander had the place occupied in 
military fashion, while picadores, matadors, 
and gendarmerie pursued the bull with re- 
volvers and carbines until they finally cap- 
tured the enraged animal. The prefect 
then isuued an order to suspend the fight 
until proper protection could be n 
the audience. 


Give Coupons for Next Fight. 
The extraordinary part of the proceed- 
ings was that while the wounded were being 
carried away in ambulances the organizer 
of the fight invited the epectators to accept 
coupons for the fight next Sunday, which he 
delivered free of charge. — 


American Horse Is Beaten. 
"The sporting event of the autumn was the 
Grand Prix, which this year was of inter- 
national interest on account of the entry of 
the American horse, Sly Fox, ridden by Tod 
Sloan. The horse and jockey created a sen- 
sation ‘before the race, in which, unfortu- 


nately, they did not even win a place. The 
English were betting on Sloan and argued 


that the jockey added a good many pounds 
of value to the horse.

Toubet Stays Away. 

Contrary to precedent the President of 
the republic was not present.

Effect of the Creusot Decision. 

The final decision of Premier Waldeck- 
Rousseau in the Creusot strike is a chef 
d’ceuvre of clearness and justice, and, from 
& socialistic point of view, the. greatest 
victory laboring men have won in twenty 
years. The Premier's enemies declare that 
the document signed by Waldeck-Rousseau 
is the first page of his confession to con- 
version to socialism. 

Gives Workmen More Power. 
The workmen have won effectively all 


along the line, and the decision is to have a 


far-reaching effect on the relations 6f the 
capitalists to labor. The latter in the future 
can dictate, or at least regulate, the em- 
ployment in divers branches of industry. 
There is great rejoicing among the strikers 
at Creusot. The leaders are urging them to 
remain calm and to reward the Cabinet for 
the victory by good behavior.

BULL FIGHT AN UGLY FAILURE. 


Imitation Spanish Affair at Enghien a 
Combination of Comedy and 
Tragedy.

Paris, Oct. 8.—Paris has made one more 
unsuccessful effort to have a bull fight on 
strictly Spanish lines. The populace is not 
anxious to see this kind of a spectacle in- 
troduced into the French capital, but the 
aristocracy has strong Spanish leanings and 
it has recently become enamored of all sorts 
of sports, so there was a large contingent 
of so-called “tout Paris to support M. 
de ucenski, editor of the Journal des 
Sports, who had organized a genuine Span- 
ish corrida to take place this neee! at 
Enghein. 

Raln had stopped the performance last 
Sunday, and the government is known to be 
hostile to it, but the law in this particular 
has been so frequently broken before that 
the omcionados were hopeful. 

The stands were filled with a fashionable 
and excited crowd. Prince Henri d’Orleans 
headed a band of young aristocrats wearing 
flat-brimmed Spanish hats, and there was a 
sprinkling of eminent poets and painters, 
together with a few pretty women, but not 
many. 


The band had Played the“ Toreador "air 


in Carmen.“ the matadores, like great 
tropical insects, in pink, green, and gold, 
had flitted over the arena trailing their 
purple mantles in front of an excited bull, 


the picador had tried his first thrust, when 


suddenly the bull made a wild rush for an 
exit Just beneath where the President was 
sitting, leaped clear over both barriers sepa- 
rating the arena from the public, and 
sctambled over the backs of halt a dozen 
spectators. | 

Continuing his mad rush, he trampled a 
blue bloused peasant lifeless, broke the legs 


of two elegantly dressed Parisiennes, crum- 


“bled up a moving picture man and his ap- 
paratus into a confused mass, passed 
through the partition of the wooden stand 
as if it had been so much cardboard, and 
like a flash disappeared. 

Outside the arena the bull played havoo 
with the motor cars and bicycles ranged in 
a neighboring field, and after breaking both 
forelegs over a wire fence and tossing an 
oid peasant woman, fell to the ground in a 
vegetable garden and was there dispatched 
by a gendarme. . 

The corrida was then brought to a close; 
gendarmes invaded the arena and bundled 
out the protesting matadores, while the 
public stamped and shouted for more bull 
But the stamping made the rickety stan 
shake so dangerously that at last the people 
thought it wiser to go away. 

The management must have cleared about 
$4,000, but it is not probable that there will 
be any more Spanish bull fights near Paris 
in me immediate future. E

War Measures Moving e 

London, Oct. 8.—Whatever may be the re- 
sult of Great Britain’s controversy with the 
south African republic, every department uf 
the government today is as busy as though 
actual hostilities had begun. The electric 
flash that announced the mobilization of the 
army reserves and the summoning of Par- 
liament set every wheel of the government 
machinery in motion. 

An hour after the Gazette appeared execu- 
tive orders were being dispatched from the 
War office to every section of the kingdom 
and the 10, 000 bulletins which appeared post- 
ed throughout the country today are said to 
have been identical with the proclamation 
prepared for use had the Fashoda incident 
required such a step. 

At the same time Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Balfour were issuing the necessary orders 
for the reassembling of Parliament, and the 
admiralty was concentrating its transports, 
twenty-four of which are now spe hand at 
Liverpool alone. 

So complete were the preparations that 
25,000 reserves have already individually re- 
ceived coupon tickets, which contain instruc- 
tions where each man shall report for rail- 
way transportation to the place designated, 
and a money order for three shillings for 
provisions en route. 


Will Equip in Six Days.

equipped within six days. In the meantime 


ment are arranging to return to London, and 
a force of men is busily engaged in com- 
pleting the improvements at Westminster. 

The most important news from south 
Africa comes from Mafeking, where twice 
on Saturday the British camp was aroused, 
the men stood to their arms, guns were 
limbered, and patrols were djspatched in 
the direction of the border. 

No hostilities have occurred as yet, but 
the enemy has moved practically to the 
border, eight miles from Mafeking, in force 
estimated at least 6,000, comprising five 
commandoes. The garrisoning and fortify- 
ing of the town are practically completed. 
The streets are barricaded, and a perfect 
aystem of mines has been laid. | 
Two armored trains have arrived at Mafe- 
king. consisting of three bulletproof cars, 
the first of which carries a searchlight, while 
the sides of the other cars are loopholed. 
Each train is complete in itself, and carries 
its own provisions. Experiments with lyd- 
dite in the m prove that it is an ex- 
tremely powerful explosive. 


| Boers Not to Attack, 

Colonel Robert Stevenson Smyth Baden- 
Powell, commanding the Fifth Dragoon 
Guards, has issued a notice that the Boers 
who are massed on the Natal and Bechu- 
analand frontiers have orders not to fire 
until the British begin, and that the town is 
well prepared for eventualities, but, as the 
Boers may shell the place, every endeavor 
should be made to safeguard the women and 
children. 

An armored train was inspected at Kim- 
berley Saturday. A signal station has been 
erected, with a conning tower at the top, 
150 feet above the tracks.

FROM NOVELETA. 


General Schwan’s Column Advances, 
from Bacoar and Engages the In- 
surgents in Two Encounter Ma- 
rines.

Lowe’s scouts, advanced from Bacoor this 
morning and occupied Cavite ‘Viejo 2 
Noveleta.

The only 
way was by a narrow road through swamps. 
A mile beyond the marines’ outpost the 
column was suddenly received with a volley 
from trenches across the road. A flank 
movement was executed and the insurgents

Wading. Water Neck Deep. 


The marines waded through more rice. 
fields, forded the river in water to their 
shoulders, and carried the forts, meeting 
with feeble resistance, the first encounter 
having disheartened the enemy. > 

Squads were sent to Noveleta and burned 
the town and the huts all along the road 
from which the enemy commenced the firing. 
There a junction was formed with the scouts 
who had been sweeping the swamps and 
thickets. Thence the marines returned to 
Cavite thoroughly exhausted. 


Fight Near San Nicolas. 

Captain Cowles’ battalion of the Fourth 
Infantry, while reconnoitering today, found 
abody of several hundred insurgents near 
San Nicolas. After a brisk fight, lasting 
three-quarters of an hour, the enemy was 
driven off. In this engagement the Amer- 
ican casualties were four men slightly 
wounded. Six of the enemy were killed, 
but the number of wounded is not known.

BALL TEAMS UP TO DATE. ! 


Expert Critics Think the Versatile 
Badgers Will Beat Yale — Maroons 
Are Evidently Below Their Last 
Year's Standard and Illinois and 
Northwestern Are Forlorn Hopes— 
Michigan as Usual Is Lying Low Un- 
til the Season Gets Older. 


Close scores characterized the football 
games Saturday. The two closest and most 
surprising probably were the 5 to 5 of Chi- 
cago and the 6 to 6 of Penn and Brown. The 
first was not altogther unexpected, although 
few believed Iowa would be, able to make;so 
good a showing. When Coach Stagg said 
betore the game he expected to be beaten he 
was not taken seriously, and his remark 
was ascribed to overanxiety, but his fear 
proved well founded, for lowa certainly de- 


served to win the game. 

Chicago is a weak team at present. Ken- 
nody adds 50 per cent to its play, but even 
with him the eleven is far from as strong as 
it was last year. The line playeda fine de- 
fensive game against Iowa at critical times 
on Saturday, but it seems more than likely 
it would go to pieces before persistent and 
rapid attack. The slowness of lowas attack 
lost a great deal of its effectiveness. 

Another point was strikingly brought out,. 
and that was that the brilliant work of the 
Chicago backs in prévious games in making 
long runs was due more to the poor work of 
the opposing team in tackling than to the 
cleverness of Chicago's backs. Hamill was 
a good instance of this. The skillful tack- 
ling of the lowa ends stopped all his at- 
tempts at long runs. Henry was also 
stopped. It is true Kennedy was not there 
to lead the interference, but taking Iowa's 
work into consideration it seems doubtful 
even with Kennedy in the game if the usual 
long runs would have materialized. 

The defensive work of Chicago was unusu- 
ally good. With a weak line the maroons 
warded off the attack of the Iowans beauti- 
fully when it was a question of either holding for 
downs or being scored against. It was an exhibi- 
tion much like the one seen in the game at Cham- 
paign in 1897.

Illinois is evidently as far out of it in football 
this year as it was last. if not further. The scores 
of 5 to 0 against Knox, against whom Chicago 
scored 40 points two weeks ago, shows that the 
State University is no better than third class. 
There seems no reason for this decadence 
except lack of coaching. Illinois this year cer- 
tainiv has as good material as Chicago. It can’t 
well have worse, for the maroon material is pretty 
bad, with the exception of the backs, and IIilinois 
also has good backs, but there is this difference:
